In the very beginning of his speech 


at Wllkes-Barre, Colonel Roosevelt 
said that be was proud of the fart 
that he held a Union card, being a 
member of the Brotherhood. He fol- 
lowed with the statement that he he 
lleves in labor unions, when lab r 
onions are right; but he believes firs' 
of all In the Union to which all of 
as belong—the Union of all of the 
people of the United States. 


Arbitrary Legislation Bill 


The contention of the Democrats 


that Mr. Wilson, In standing for the 
Adamson 
bill, 
stood for an eight 


hour day bill, was disputed by Colo- 
nel Roosevelt 
He pointed out that 


though he believes in an eight-hour 
day, he does not believe In arbitrary 
legislation to raise wages in any in 
dustry under the eight-hour cloak 
According to the former preside-1, 
Mr. Wilson should have stood by the 
honor and the interests of the United 
States In this railroad dispute: he 
should have insisted upon a full in 
veatlgatlon before action; he should 
have insisted upon arbitration; and 
If be had announced his determina- 
tion to call upon the entire power of 
the United States to keep the arteries 
of traffic open. In the event of an at 
tempt to tie up traffic, there would 
be general commendation 
for

president Instead of country-wide in 
dlgnatlon 
and, protest. 
Continuing 


along this line. Colonel 
Roosevelt 


said, "But to take such action needed 
courage. It needed disinterestedness 
It was necessary that the man taking 
It should put duty to the nation first 
and political and personal consldera 
tions last 
What President Wilscn 


did was to permit the overriding of 
Justice by appeals to brute force 


"He (Wilson) says that It would 
have been 'futile* to show courage 
and stand up for the right. 
Prom 
the standpoint of the nation, the worst 
type of futility in a president Is ti 
fail to stand up for the right. Presi 
dent Wilson felt it was futile to op 
pose these men, exactly as President 
Buchanan, his spiritual forbear. 
f=>lt 
In 1860, that it was Cutile, to oppose 
secession. That type of futility gives 
the real measure of the man who prao 
tteea It. What Buchanan considered 
futile Lincoln made heroic. 
"I champion Mr. Hughes as again^ 
Mr. Wilson because In every g"c 
crises Mr. Wilson, by his public act« 
has shown that he will not yield to 
justice: whereas the public acu o 
Mr. Hughes have proved Mm to be in 
capable of yielding in such a cris s 
to any threat, whether made by poll 
ticlans, corporations or labor leal 
«rs."

Not Real Convictions. 


How Wilson has changed his plans]

"There is grave reason to b?l eve 
that In the course President Wilio > 
has followed he did violence to Ills 
own real convictions 
Until he be 
rame a candidate for offlt e, he was 
a bitter, ungenerous and often unju ! 
critic of labor unions. I have I etor > 
me speeches and letters of his m di 
and written in 1903, 19f>7 and 1909, lr 
which Mr. Wilson says among; ot'ie 
things that 'labor unions dra? the 
highest man down to the level of the 
lowest,' and in speaking ot the capi 
talistir class, he savs that 'there is 
another equally formidable enemv ,md 
it Is that class forme i by the labir 
leadeis of this countrv," and agdn.

New York, Oct. 18.—Rev. Isaac Jo- 


gues, a French Jesuit missionary who 
was tortured to death by Mohawk In- 
dians 270 years ago today, near the 
present village of AuriesvilJe, N. Y., 
will, it is expected, shortly be declared 
a martyr and worthy of the venera- 
tion of Christians by the Congrega- 
tion of Rites at Rome. 
Information 


to this effect has been received recent- 
ly from Rev. Charles Macksey of the 
Gregorian University. 


Efforts to promote the canonization 


of Father Jogues 
were 
instituted 


more than 250 years following his 
death, or to be exact, in 1903. Prior 
to that date considerable preparation 
was made by the compilation of facts 
concerning him and other Jesuit mis- 
mionaries of his time, who likewise 
suffered martyrdom. 
These 
were 


Fathers Lalement, Daniel, Brebeuf 
and Garnier. 


Father Jogues was born at Orleans 


France, February 10, 1607, and enter- 
ed the Society of Jesus in 1624. Or- 
dained a priest in 1636 he went to 
Canada as a missionary to the Hu- 
rons. 
While returning from a jour- 


ney in 1642, through the forests to 
Three Rivers, he was captured for the 
first time by the Mohawks, who tor- 
tured him, but permitted him to live. 
A year later he escaped through the 
aid of some Dutch traders. 


Returning to France, Father Jo- 


guea was sent back to Canada at his 
own request to establish a mission to, 
the Mohawks. 
This was called the 


Mission of the Martyrs, because of 
the many Jesuits who had already 
given their lives to the spread of the 
Christian religion among the Indians. 


I twas on May 16, 1646 that Father 


Jogues, with Jean Bourdon, left Three 
Rivers with four Mohawk guides and 
two Algonquins. 
They reached the 


body of 
water 
now 
called Lake 


George on May 30. 
Six days later 


he reached the camp of his former 
captors and succeeded in negotiating 
a treaty with them. 


Several weeks later the missionary 


again paid a visit to the Indians on 
the shores of Lake George, but this 
time he met with a very different re- 
ception. 
The 
sorcerer 
Ondessonk 


had persuaded his fellow-tribesmen 
that a pestilence which had broken 
out among them was due to a devil 
in a box which Father Jogues had 
left behind in his previous visit. The 
Indians stripped Father Jogues of his 
garments, 
slashed 
him with their 


knives, and led him before a council 
for some sort of a trial. 
Some of 


the Indians were eager for his life to 
be spared, but the wishes of the oth- 
ers prevailed. 
On Oct. 18 a toma- 


hawk crashed through Father Jo- 
gues's brain. 


The shrine erected at the scene of 


his martyrdom near Aueriersville has 
become a place of pilgrimages. 
And

New York, Oct. 18.—Rev. Isaac Jo- 


gues, a French Jesuit missionary who 
was tortured to death by Mohawk In- 
dians 270 years ago today, near the 
present village of AuriesvilJe, N. Y., 
will, it is expected, shortly be declared 
a martyr and worthy of the venera- 
tion of Christians by the Congrega- 
tion of Rites at Rome. 
Information 


to this effect has been received recent- 
ly from Rev. Charles Macksey of the 
Gregorian University. 


Efforts to promote the canonization 


of Father Jogues 
were 
instituted 


more than 250 years following his 
death, or to be exact, in 1903. Prior 
to that date considerable preparation 
was made by the compilation of facts 
concerning him and other Jesuit mis- 
mionaries of his time, who likewise 
suffered martyrdom. 
These 
were 


Fathers Lalement, Daniel, Brebeuf 
and Garnier. 


Father Jogues was born at Orleans 


France, February 10, 1607, and enter- 
ed the Society of Jesus in 1624. Or- 
dained a priest in 1636 he went to 
Canada as a missionary to the Hu- 
rons. 
While returning from a jour- 


ney in 1642, through the forests to 
Three Rivers, he was captured for the 
first time by the Mohawks, who tor- 
tured him, but permitted him to live. 
A year later he escaped through the 
aid of some Dutch traders. 


Returning to France, Father Jo- 


guea was sent back to Canada at his 
own request to establish a mission to, 
the Mohawks. 
This was called the 


Mission of the Martyrs, because of 
the many Jesuits who had already 
given their lives to the spread of the 
Christian religion among the Indians. 


I twas on May 16, 1646 that Father 


Jogues, with Jean Bourdon, left Three 
Rivers with four Mohawk guides and 
two Algonquins. 
They reached the 


body of 
water 
now 
called Lake 


George on May 30. 
Six days later 


he reached the camp of his former 
captors and succeeded in negotiating 
a treaty with them. 


Several weeks later the missionary 


again paid a visit to the Indians on 
the shores of Lake George, but this 
time he met with a very different re- 
ception. 
The 
sorcerer 
Ondessonk 


had persuaded his fellow-tribesmen 
that a pestilence which had broken 
out among them was due to a devil 
in a box which Father Jogues had 
left behind in his previous visit. The 
Indians stripped Father Jogues of his 
garments, 
slashed 
him with their 


knives, and led him before a council 
for some sort of a trial. 
Some of 


the Indians were eager for his life to 
be spared, but the wishes of the oth- 
ers prevailed. 
On Oct. 18 a toma- 


hawk crashed through Father Jo- 
gues's brain. 


The shrine erected at the scene of 


his martyrdom near Aueriersville has 
become a place of pilgrimages. 
And
